Again the Lancaster co unty bo ard o f co m m is­ 
sio ners has go tten into a go o d m any peo ple’s hair 
by its o bdurate refusal to giv e co nsideratio n to a 
pro po sal fo r a co unty health unit. 


In the cases o f Co mmissio ner Clint 
M itchell 
and Co mmissio ner Gillaspie, it is no t 
a m atter 
simply o f stubbo rnness and unwillingness to co ­ 
o perate. 
There isn’t a mo re ho nest and a mo re 
sincere man in Lancaster co unty than Clint M itch­ 
ell, and the same o bserv atio n undo ubtedly go es 
fo r Co mmissio ner Gillaspie. 
Their o ppo sitio n is a 
fundam ental thing with them . 
It creeps o ut no t 
o nly In co nnectio n w ith this health m atter, but 
in many instances o f co unty business. 
It sho uld 
be reco gnized that bo th apparently are o ppo sed 
to change. 
Basically, they feel stro ngly against 
any o f these “new fangled” pro po sals th at repre­ 
sent a change and generally an im pro v em ent in 
m etho ds o f go v ernm ent. 


They stand still lo o king backw ard. 
No w, It sho uld be po ssible to differ w ith them 
w itho ut abusing them. 


This situatio n in co unty go v ernm ent repre­ 
sents indifference, neglect, and blind partisanship 
o v er a lo ng perio d o f years. 
Co unty go v ernm ent 
to day is exactly in the same po sitio n it was years 
ago in mo st Nebraska co unties. 
All the changes 
In transpo rtatio n, and in all o ther phases o f life, 
hav e bro ught abo ut no change in the m etho ds o f 
co unty go v ernm ent. 


The situatio n w ith respect to the co unty health 
unit is this. 
The pro po sal has been appro v ed by the city 
co uncil. 
It has beerr kno cking aro und o n the desks 
o f the co unty co mmissio ners fo r mo nths. 
And yet 
the o rganizatio n o f a co unty health unit clearly 
sho uld elim inate duplicatio n o f effo rt, place this 
mo st im po rtant functio n o f go v ernm ent o n an in­ 
finitely mo re efficient basis, and sho uld actually 
bring abo ut sav ings in the co st o f the health pro ­ 
gram. 
Tho se results depend entirely upo n the care 
and judgm ent w ith which a co unty health unit 
is o rganized and adm inistered. 
The disco uraging elem ent o f the attitude o f 
the co unty bo ard il its unwillingness apparently 
to giv e co nsideratio n to the co unty health unit 
pro gram.
